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"A NEWLY DISCOVERED CHARLES F. DAMM" 

ELONGATED VARIETY OP THE ST. LOUIS WORLDS PAIR OP 1904 

by Donald E. Sabo TEC #341 

I am pretty sure if one wants to learn anything concerning this 
exposition he need only consult the many reference books that were 
published in abundance at the actual time of the St. Louis Worlds 
Pair. Since the fair is not my objective, I will pass over this sub¬ 
ject and try only to show the connection it has to elongateds and 
the collecting of same. 

Today many collectors of Worlds Fair materials are constantly 
seeking out new information for the further identification of the 
metallic tributes they are housing in their collections. For with¬ 
out this historical documentation, collections would be useless. It 
is with this purpose in mind that I dedicate this paper, concerning 
what I believe to be an important discovery of a lost elongated var¬ 
iety which I attribute to the St. Louis Worlds Pair of 1904. 

When the St. Louis Worlds Pair opened, many different types of 
souveniers could be purchased and of course elongateds were no ex¬ 
ception. We as a country were again to embark on a new exposition 
of arts and manufacture similar to the first major American exposi¬ 
tion, The Columbian Worlds Pair of 1892-1893. Like its predecessor, 
the St. Louis Worlds Pair was a financial blunder as all previous 
expositions or fairs had demonstrated to be. 

It was at this time that the newly formed company of Tuttle and 
Damm Coin Rolling Enterprises was formed. Tuttle could be called 
the businessman in this joint venture and Damm of course the manufac¬ 
turing jeweler from Buffalo, New York whose works today comprise a 
large portion of the listed pieces in Mrs. Dows book "The Elongated 
Collector". 

Since I had previously stated the St. Louis Worlds Pair to be a 
financial blunder this than can also apply to Tuttle and Damm. Their 
net collection for the entire fair amounted to a meager $3,300.00. 

No doubt we have all looked at the older elongateds and marveled 
at the fine miniature engravings and ask ourselves, who made works of 
art like these. The purpose of this paper then is two fold, for I 
hope to show a direct link between Charles P. Damm and many of the 
elongateds listed in Mrs. Dows book "THE ELONGATED COLLECTOR" circa 
1965. 

It is with all certainty the elongated of the St. Louis Worlds 
Pair were made by Charles P. Damm and those of the Pan-American Ex¬ 
position of 1901 also. If one studies the style of these two cate¬ 
gories he finds many other individuals in Mrs. Dows book that can 
also be linked to Charles P. Damm. Personally, I find elongateds in 
the period of 1901-1912 to be the most prolific examples of this 
style of engraving. 

Listed in "THE ELONGATED COLLECTOR" PP 134 is a Theodore 
Roosevelt called P & PC #10 which I will directly connect to Charles 
P. Damm as being the producer of same. 

Many, I’m sure are not aware that two dies existed of P & PC#10 
and the elongated pictured in Mrs. Dows book will be one of the most 
frequently encountered, undoubtedly being a restrike. The die for 
what I call the later restrike is now in the possesion of Mr. Charles 
H. Lipsky of Galesburg, Illinois and is currently being rolled by 
him. Mr Lipsky made a fortunate purchase of the balance of the old 
existing dies from the late Charles P. Damms' estate, which included 
dies of the Chicago Livestock Association 1901, St. Louis Worlds 
Pair 1904, and many others.

On questioning Mr. lipsky about the die for P & PC #10 he sent 
me an impression. About three months later, I made a fortunate pur¬ 
chase of what I believe to be another identical P & PC #10. Compar¬ 
ing the two pieces side by side led to the discovery that they were 
two different elongated representing two different dies. Being so 
similar it at first baffled me, but to confirm the discovery a good 
friend and fellow TEC member, Richard Mulfinger, photographed them 
under identical conditions etc, and confirmed it. There are appar¬ 
ent features that point out the differences almost immediately. Such 
as eyeglasses, portrait differences and the measurment from the top 
inside to the bottom inside of the border. 

Included below is a comparative data oval pattern Pig. #1 and a 
measurment data sheet Pig. #2. You will note each measurment on the 
oval pattern is numbered from one to six and represents measurements 
on both the variety and the illustrated restrike in Mrs. Dows book.

How do I know it is an original die? Look carefully at your St. 
Louis Worlds Pair elongateds and you will note the reverses look like 
a crinkled pattern. This is characteristic of Charles F. Damms' 
pieces and will aid in the identification of originals from restrikes 
with the exception of the multi-impressed pieces (printed on both 
sides) of the Pan-American Exposition 1901 etc. 

In my collection of St. Louis Worlds Fair elongateds is a piece 
called MO-SLWF #22 that shows no crinkled effect but rather fine ma¬ 
chine marks instead. This elongated is a restrike produced by 
Charles Lipsky. This die is currently in his possesion. 

Personally, I have seen no example come forth of P & PC #10 as 
illustrated in "THE ELONGATED COLLECTOR" with such a crinkled reverse

but rather the fine machine marks of Mr. Lipsky s' lower roller ident¬ 
ifying it as a later restrike only. Should a P & PC #10 show up with 
such a crinkle reverse effect, it would he a tremendous find, but I 
doubt that such a piece exists today. 

What does this mean then? Simply that the die Mr. Lipsky has 
is the second Roosevelt die made by Charles P. Daram, not the first 
as it would have been impossible to re-engrave the first die to ap¬ 
pear as the second die due to letter placement etc. 

One can only guess why the second die was made. Possibly with 
Charles P. Damm involved in a commercial enterprise such as the St. 
Louis venture a second die was possibly made as a back up for the 
first or the original die may have been damaged or cracked, making a 
second one necessary. Personally, I favor the second theory. 

One must remember that 1904 was an election year and was of 
course a popular subject also at the time of the fair. Pictured on 
many tokens and medals of the fair are Theodore Roosevelt Portraits. 

A fine catalog was published in the TAMS JOURNAL (August, 1970) con¬ 
cerning this subject and makes for interesting background reading. 

An interesting observation to interject at this time concerns P&PC #1 
Alton Parker for president. This was a companion piece created by 
Charles P. Damm to be sold at the same time the P & PC #10 Theodore 
Roosevelt elongated was made. This die also is in the Lipsky collec¬ 
tion. Like P & PC #10 no elongated of P & PC #1 has come forth with 
such a crinkled reverse. This too would be an interesting example 
should one show up at a later date. 

Since this paper involves Charles P. Damm as the maker, a fur- 
thur comment on my part I feel is important concerning a fortunate 
discovery on another original unlisted variety in the collection of 
our President Lloyd E. Wagamam. The coin in question is ILL-CHI #19. 

As a genuine elongated (first rolling) it bears a reverse printing 
also, and any that do not have this reverse die are also restrikes. 
This die (obverse die only) was purchased from the Charles P. Daram 
estate but no reverse die, fig. 3 as illustrated, was among those 
purchased 

It is interesting to note the dies for 
ILL-CHI #13, #14, #18, #19 obverse only are 
also in the Lipsky collection and since he 
has no reverse die, such as fig. #3, these 
restrikes are easy to identify. It would 
be logical to assume all the Chicago Live¬ 
stock Association 1901 elongateds were is¬ 
sued with the reverse die also, for it 
would not have made much sense to create a 
reverse die and not use it. You must re¬ 
member Charles P. Damm was commercial mind¬ 
ed enough to contact Armour Meat Packing 
Company of Chicago and arrange to have their logo on the reverse of 
his pieces, especially the Pan-American Exposition 1901 and other 
issues I am sure can be connected to him such as Nebraska Omaha #1PP66. 

At a later date another paper will be forthcoming to help shed 
more light on Charles P. Damm the Person, jeweler, engraver, etc. 

I would sincerely like to hear from anyone who has this original 
Theodore Roosevelt variety with the idea of evaluating the rarity of it 
This fellow collectors, catalogers, historians,etc., concludes my 
paper. Check your collection carefully as you may discover as I, new 
varieties and this surely adds life, depth, and zest to our growing 
historical hobby.

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THE TRIALS AND TRIBULATIONS OP PRODUCING A P.N.C. 

WITH AN ELONGATED INSERT By Dottie Dow (The Elongated Gal) TEC #1 

One morning you awake with the brillant idea you want to produce 
a P.N.C. with an elongated insert. 

It has been stated that the PNC Producer that produces elongated 
coins has it made because, he can regulate the date of release of 
the elongated with the date of release of the stamp. Pine, but this 
doesn't always work as easily as some think. Any time that there is 
work of others involved you always have that element of challenge. 
Will you be able to get the elongated produced in time, with the 
short notice you have been given on a stamp? 

It all depends on the cooperation of many many people, unless 
you can engrave a die yourself and are a printer. 

If you work 8 or more hours a day, 6 days a week, you probably 
haven't found the time to learn the fine art of engraving and you 
also have to rely on others for help with the art work and printing. 

After the formation of the thought of what you want on a coin 
to go with the stamp, you get your art work for the elongated done 
as well as that for the cachet. 

Art work for the cachet can be taken to the printers right away 
and the envelopes, after being printed, can then be taken to the die 
cutters for the opening for where the coin is to show thru, that is 
if the printing came thru the way you wanted it. The printer isn't 
always infallible and sometimes something is in your mind so vividly 
that you forget to mention it to the printer. So the photo reduction 
is the wrong size and the envelopes have to be done over again. "So 
what", you say, it will take a little longer, but you still have two 
weeks of the three weeks since the stamp was announced. 

What you don't know, is that after the printer ran your job, he 
put on a long run for some one else that would take a week, So that 
would only give you one week in which to get the envelopes die cut 
and the final assembly of the elongated cover done,plenty of time, 
YOU HOPE! 

At the same time you take the art work for the cachet to the 
printer, you take the art work for the elongated for a photo positive 
and negative and these you in turn, take to the engraver. He says 
"3 weeks", after your first scream you realize that, that isn't the 
way to get good service, so you then plead. He gives in and says 
"2 weeks", and you confidently go home knowing you will have a week 
to assemble the cover. 

Two weeks pass, you pick up the reprinted envelopes and take 
them to be die cut. The cutter says "1 week", you look like you're 
ready to burst into tears, "CK" he says "4 days". You breath a sigh 
of relief. 

After the die cutters, you go over to the engravers but you 
should have called first, because the dies won't be ready till to¬ 
morrow. The next day you pick up the die. You're all excited, the 
show is getting on the road. The die is put on the elongated machine, 
you try and try, but you cannot get a usable coin. The starter 
"gripper" dots are not deep enough so the die has to go back. 

Two days have gone by and both the die and envelopes are ready, 
but you have to work till 10 P.M. The next day you go in and get 
"looks" from the man who die cut the envelopes and the die engraver. 
You had stated you were in a rush and here you didn't pick them up 
right away. (anyone got a hole to crawl into?)

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WHY I COLLECT ELONGATES by Abe Gefter TEC #121 

In the Oct.- Nov.- Dec. 1971 issue of the TEC Newsletter. I 
read with great interest an article by Lee Martin, TEC #129, on the 
subject "Why Collect Elongates." Needless to say I agree with every¬ 
thing he writes. I'm certain that every elongated collector can add 
his "why" he collects elongated coins. Here I would like to add my 
big "why" I collect elongated coins. 

It all began in the month of June 1961, after my second heart 
attack. When I came back from the hospital, I became very nervous 
and scared. It affected not only my well being and the chances for 
my recovery, but it also affected my family. I was afraid not only 
to walk around the house, I was even afraid to get off the bed for 
fear I would get another attack and perhaps a fatal attack. My rea¬ 
son was simple, after all, how many attacks can a person withstand 
and remain alive. 

Then one day on a visit to my doctor, my wife suggested that 
the doctor give me some medication to calm my nerves. Instead my 
doctor asked me if I had some kind of a hobby. When my answer was 
negative, he suggested that I find one. To this day I am grateful 
to him. Not only for suggesting a hobby, but especially for not 
suggesting what kind of a hobby. For if he did, he most certainly 
would not have suggested elongated coins. He admitted to me later, 
that he never knew of such a hobby. 

Lets get back to my story. The day after coming home from my 
visit to the doctors, I started to think about "what kind of a hobby 
I'd like". Then I reminded myself that during the depression years, 
after losing my job and unable to find another job, my family sug¬ 
gested that I buy a grocery store. After all people have to eat and 
besides there will always be food for the kids. Their thinking 
seemed to be logical, so I bought one of those grocery stores, with 
a couple of rooms in the rear of the store. My wife helped out in 
the store and my family was right, there was always food on the 
table. 

While being a grocer I used to receive from time to time, odd 
coins from customers. I guess the depression brought those coins out 
in the open. Those coins facinated me, they were old half dimes, 3 
cent pieces, 20 cent pieces, half dollars, trade dollars and others. 

I used to put them away in a cigar box. 

In the lean years of the depression my two children, my wife 
and I ate up our grocery. Well not really the grocery, but every¬ 
thing that was on the shelves. My family was right after all, "there 
was always food for the kids," while it lasted. Well that ended my 
career as a grocer. 

Thirty years passed and during those years, I never gave those 
odd coins a thought. The day when I was thinking about what kind of 
hobby, I reminded myself about those odd coins. Off the bed I went, 
forgetting about my heart attack, on a coin hunt. Not in a coin 
store but in my own house. 

Try and find something you put away thirty years ago and never 
saw it since. In my desperation and nervousness, I started to accuse 
my wife, she must have spent my coins in those depression years when 
we remained penniless. With tears in her eyes my wife said, "Honey, 
you mean to tell me you saved money." To her those odd coins only 
meant 'money'. "You saved money from the grocery store and you 
never told me about it, at a time when we needed it so badly. If I 
knew about it, I probably would have spent it, but I swear I did 
not." Finally the next day I did find the cigar box with the coins, 
in a remote comer of a walk in closet.

Dear members, I hope I'm not boring you, but I'll come to the 
point soon. Most of the coins were real oldies and they reminded me 
of the time, when I came to the United States as a young boy. I re¬ 
membered coins like these still circulating here and there. Looking 
at these coins I decided that coins will be my hobby. 

Shortly after that find, I began to visit coin stores. In New 
York there are many coin stores to visit. I got acquainted with some 
of the dealers. On one occasion a dealer asked me if I would be in¬ 
terested in a batch of elongated coins. He said, he would sell them 
to me very resonable, because he did not care to hold on to them. 
After looking the elongates over closely, I decided to buy them. 

Most of them were of a common variety. I found among them the 
following elongated coins that facinated me. One was the Pan Am. 
Exposition - 1909 on a 1887 Indian penny, The Chicago Worlds Pair, 
1933, four New York Worlds Pair 1939-1940 and one Luna Park at Coney 
Island, New York. 

The Chicago Worlds Fair, I remember reading about it, but N.Y. 
W.P. and Luna Park were right in my back yard. In both places I 
spent some of my happiest hours of my life, especially the N.Y.W.F. 
1939-1940. I never saw a worlds fair until 1939 and the N.Y.W.P. 
was really a worlds fair. There were many European and other coun¬ 
tries participating and of course most of the giant U.S. industries. 

To me the N.Y.W.P. was a real wonderland and very educational. 
I used to spend all my weekends there. To make the story short 
those elongated coins started me on the hunt for other elongates. 
The same dealer directed me to Dottie Dow for more information about 
elongated coins, I naturally bought her book, 'The Elongated Collec¬ 
tor' . She also recruited me as a member of TEC. 

Today I am the proud owner of close to 1,000 elongated coins on 
all kinds of subjects. I have elongated coins on copper, brass, 
aluminum, nickel, clad and silver, also on pennies, nickels, dimes 
and quarters, on Mexican, Canadian, English, Japanese and Israel 
coins. 

I've painted the following coins, Dottie Dows 50 state flags, 
Canadian Provinces, U.S. historical Civil War flags and foreign 
flags. At the present time I'm painting Dottie Dows reproduction of 
the U.So postage flags group. To my knowledge Dottie Dow is the 
only other elongated collector that has painted the 50 state flags. 
I borrowed the idea of painting elongates from her, I hope she 
doesn't mind. 

In the summer of 1971 I exhibited some painted elongated coins 
at a meeting of the New York Israel Numismatic Coin Society, of 
which I am a member. I received praise and admiration from the club. 
The club does not give prizes for exhibits. 

To this day I derive a lot of pleasure from my collection of 
elongated coins and they are admired, by those who have a chance to 
see them. 

What happened t-o my fear after my heart attack? I knew you 
would ask that, well I forgot all about it. I am 68 years of age 
and I am still working. When I visit my doctor periodically, we 
discuss elongated coins. He seems to be interested but has no time 
for a hobby. 

I believe that there is somewhere a moral in my story, don't 
you agree? r

HOOVER PENNY EMBOSSING MACHINE by Eric Goodwin TEC #520 

In August of 1968, I purchased an elongated machine, which had 
a Lords Prayer die in poor condition. Angelo Rosato has told me that 
the coin from the die is unlisted in Dottie Dows book. I became in¬ 
terested in finding out who made the machine. The only identifica¬ 
tion on the machine was on the end of the lower shaft or axle. It 
had sunken letters and numbers, Lamb Co. A-375 D-3, on it. 

I went to the local library and looked in the large volumes 
called, Index of Manufacturers. I searched for every Lamb Co. that 
produced machinery or engraved dies and wrote to them describing the 
machine and what it did to a penny. None of the Lamb Companies re¬ 
plied, that they had made such a machine. One company referred me 
to the Roovers Company in Randolph, Mass. When I wrote them, the 
sales manager acknowledged that many years ago, they made such a 
machine called a "Roovers Penny Embossing Machine". They didn't have 
any catalogs or other printed material pertaining to the machine now. 

About a year ago I sent photostats of the letters to Mr. Rosato 
hoping that he could visit the company and talk to old employees. 
Maybe someone there could verify the information and add to it. 
Hopefully some more information on this, comes out in Rosato's book.

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"MANGLED PRESIDENT" COLLECTING by Jack Stuckart TEC #504 

"Why go to the trouble of collecting "Mangled Presidents" - why 

not put together a "junk box" collection of damaged coins"? -This 

was a question posed to me by one of my friends in New Zealand, and 
on the face of it, the question might seem quite sensible. But 
knowing a bit about the background, I can sense that there is a bit 
of "Sour Grapes" involved. 

Here, in the United States, we are allowed to beat, batter, 
smash, rip, tear or curl up around the edges whatever coin we please, 
as long as we don't alter them with intent to create a fraud. The 
United Kingdom looks on coinage in an entirely different light. To 
them, defacing a coin in anyway for any reason is illegal. As a 
consequence, rolling coins in British dominated territories would be 
a sure-fired way of learning what the inside of a jail looked like. 
It might even be the key which unlocked the Tower of London from the 
outside - but which left the roller inside for the rest of his 
natural life!!! 

But - to get back to the question of collecting "Mangled Pres¬ 
idents" - Why does one collect elongateds? There are probably almost 
as many answers to that question as there are elongated collectors. 
There is the well known case of Dottie Dow, when the theft of a coin 
collection triggered not only the start of serious collecting of 
rolled coins, but was instrumental in the publication of "The Elong¬ 
ated Collector". Dottie started to accumulate elongateds because 
they had no value to a thief. Another person whom I know quite well 
accumulated a beautiful selection of rolled pieces because he was 
activated by a desire to be a little different from the rank-and-file 
collector. As he told me, "anyone can collect coins to fill holes 
punched in books. This requires no imagination nor engenuity. I 
want a collection of something which is different". So, he searched 
dealers' junk boxes at coin shows, dug into odds and ends at Plea 
Markets, swapped coins for elongateds at his coin and stamp shop - 
and when he did get down to the "nitty-gritty", finally paid some 
fairly stiff prices for select pieces! (I was a bit late when the 
collection was broken up and managed to get very few of the really 
good pieces from it.-"Brownie" Gill had beat me to it and had skim¬ 
med off the cream). There are others who collect rolled coins because 
of the nostalgia of childhood associations created when the few coin 
rolling machines of the time made the rounds of Pairs and coins were 
rolled for a nominal fee. (You supplied the coin of course, and I've 
seen such coins as 1914D rolled cents). There are still others who 
accumulate elongateds because the singular artwork appeals to them. 
Others acquire rolled coins to fit in with the general tenor of 
their total collection of coins and medals. 

Then, of course, there are the specialists who comprise the 
largest number of elongated collectors. Would you care to collect 
Christmas motif rolled coins - or perhaps Lord's Prayers, World's 
Pairs, Ten Commandments, Pamous Places, States, Presidents? There 
are very few in the ranks of elongated collectors who try to acquire 
one of each coin rolled in every category, because, particularly in 
the past ten or fifteen years, so many have been rolled that it 
would take a young fortune to keep up with them. - And then to go 
back to Columbian Exposition designs rolled on Indian cents. Liberty 
nickels, Barber and seated dimes, and even three cent nickels and 
twenty cent pieces. How many elongated collectors have that million 
after taxes these days?

As for my own particular field of rolled coin collecting - My 
efforts are confined, at least for the present, principally to TEC, 
A.N*A. and World's Pairs. Of course, I never refuse an elongated or 
a Store Card which is offered to me as a gift, and unless they do 
come to me in abundance, I never trade or give any of them away. In 
years to come, after I have acquired the necessary expertise. I may 
branch out into other phases of elongated collecting. In the mean¬ 
time, though I picked up my first elongated before most of the pre¬ 
sent collectors were born, I'm still a tyro and will leave the broad¬ 
er aspects of the hobby to such experts in the field as Lloyd Wagaman 
Dottie Dow, Henry Blaha, Sally Kirka, and "Brownie" Gill, to name 
just a few. Nevertheless it's a fascinating and fruitful field of 
collecting and apparently, I'm hung-up on it!!!

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LIKE A CHILD WITH A NEW TOY by Milton Heitman TEC #10 

Many times in the past few years, I have been thrilled by re¬ 
ceiving an old elongated coin for my collection. Not very long ago 
I received one in particular. Which has given me more pleasure than 
any other I have received. It was sent to me by a lady in Nebraska 
who had read my ad in a 1968 magazine. I was really surprised that 
an ad placed so long ago would still bring results. There was so 
much that was unique about this piece. The mailing tag in itself was 
unique and the name, which was new to me was, "The Penny Crusher." 
The little crushed penny was still attached to the tag. The elong¬ 
ated coin is fastened to the tag with a piece of copper wire. After 
looking at the elongated coin, I found it to be an unlisted one. It 
is somewhat like the L.P.db.OTE 2, but has on the lower right edge a 
"K", as all the 1939 World's Pair elongated coins have. I at once 
checked my unlisted Lord's Prayers and I found that I had one with 
the "K", but it was placed under the Amen, just between the M and E. 
This coin however, has the "K" under the right side of the N in Amen. 

On the reverse of the card is written: This little emblem at¬ 
tached to this tag at one time was a real United States one cent 
piece. One of the many attractions here, is an exhibit that places 
almost anything you mention on pennies. Right before my own eyes I 
saw a penny go thru a penny crusher machine and come out like this. 
It is an old Indian adage that a crushed penny always brings luck to 
its owner, I am sending this crushed penny to you with greetings 
from the "New York World*s Pair 1939.” Now can you see why I liked 
it so well and acted like a child with a new toy. 


BIG BEN ON AN ELONGATED COIN by Lloyd E. Wagaman TEC #33 

In July 1969 I issued an elongated British £ penny depicting 
the famous clock and tower of Westminster Palace in London. A total 
of 306 coins were rolled including 17, six piece sets on the differ¬ 
ent denominations of British coins. The regular Issue consisted of 
159 coins rolled on the British i penny with the ship reverse. These 
have all been distributed and I do not have any more available. The 
die for this coin was destroyed on December 30, 1969 and no more can 
be rolled. 

The name "Big Ben" originally referred to the 13^ ton bell, that 
strikes the hours with a deep-throated note over the roof tops of 
London, that can be heard for miles around. Over the years the title 
"Big Ben" has become extended to include the clock and tower, so 
that in this day when one hears the title "Big Ben", their first 
thought is of the giant clock, rather than just the bell. 

Stories differ as to the naming of the giant bell. Some say the 
honor goes to a heavy weight boxer named Benjamin Caunt, who was 
popular in England in that early era. Others say, it was named for 
Sir Benjamin Hall, who was the chief commissioner of public works for 
Queen Victoria. 

The original "Big Ben" was cast at Stockton-on-Tees in 1856 and 
after being moved the 200 miles south to London, it developed a ser¬ 
ious crack while being given final testing on the Palace grounds and 
it was ordered to be melted down and another to be cast. 

The second bell was drawn thru the streets of London to West¬ 
minster by 16 white horses in 1858. This second bell also developed 
a crack but not as serious as the first and it was allowed to be 
put into use and has remained in use since that time. It is said the 
slight crack adds character to the deep resonant voice of "Big Ben".

Specifications for the clock were formulated by Sir George Airy, 
the royal astronomer. The clocks design was by E.J. Dent and it was 
actually produced by an eminent lawyer named E.B. Dennison. Their 
work in designing and building the giant clock, was a masterpiece of 
accuracy as it varies only seconds from the stars. Five adjustments 
are made by adding or removing ordinary British pennies, from a tray 
on the pendulum. 

The clock is wound three times each week by a workman with a 
small electric motor in an operation that requires about forty min¬ 
utes. Before the introduction of electricity in 1913 the winding 
was done by hand and was a five hour job for two men. 

It is now claimed the famous clock tower landmark is tilting 
toward the Thames river, but engineers say, the 316 foot tower is in 
no danger as it has slipped, only a few inches in the last 112 years. 
For a matter of comparison the 180 foot tall "Leaning Tower of Pisa", 
is over 16 feet out of line. 

I hope the above will give you a better understanding of "Big 
Ben" and perhaps will cause your elongated to bring you a little 
more enjoyment.

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"STOCK NAGEL" fey Angelo A. Rosato TEC #23 

Since my hobby is elongated coins, I'm not sure if I can be 
correct in any thing I put forth into this writing on the subject of 
"Stock Nagel." 

As stated, my romance is with elongated coins. I make them from 
start to finish that is, I design my own dies, roll and distribute 
and collect them. Recently I completed a series of twelve coins, de¬ 
picting old and famous landmarks of this small New England community 
called New Milford, where in 1644 about two hundred Indian tribes 
lived. People then started to settle in this area. It was then 
known as Weantinock on the banks of the Housatonic River. Local in¬ 
terest for these historic landmark elongateds was immediate. I was 
surprised and delighted and even more so when a local weekly news¬ 
paper called "The Advertiser," interviewed me along with taking pho¬ 
tographs and two weeks later released a "feature story" on this 
subject. 

Thus far, one might ask, what has "Stock Nagel" have to do with 
Elongated Coins?...Actually nothing!! However, I had to digress in 
order to say, because of the story and photos that appeared in the 
paper, there was a more itensified interest which brought to point 
my first connection with the German words "Stock Nagel" meaning 
"Stick Nails". 

Having read the article, a German gentleman visited my jewelry 
store, and in a very heavy German accent, tried to relate to me that 
in Germany he recalled the similarity of ray elongated coins with a 
small metallic item, somewhat oval in shape. He was not certain if 
they were rolled or struck. Naturally I was captivated by this in¬ 
formation. First, exercising the thought of a possible elongated 
coin or medal and next, since I am also in the process of writing a 
book on "Modern Elongateds", I wanted to learn everything possible, 
in the event these "stick nails" characterized anything resembling 
elongateds. 

After having exhausted some mental exertion with this German 
gentleman, I finally learned that "Stock Nagel" were souvenier med- 
allic pieces with a hole at each end, whereby one could attach them 
with small brads (nails) to a cane or walking stick. For each vil- 
age or town he visited, hiked or walked to, an additional stick nail 
would be attached. I suppose that collecting them in this manner, 
regardless what the interest is, is still considered collecting. 
With a sort of invisible influence from me, the German gentleman 
commissioned himself in an effort to obtain some of these specimens 
for me, as he was enchanted with my elongateds and wanted a few to 
send to someone in Germany. With frenzied imaginary phantasy, I 
awaited several weeks before a few of the Stock Nagel were shown to 
me. I was complaisant, bound by courtesy and kindness to which I 
rendered the gentleman However, I was manifested by my mental pro¬ 
cesses in adverse reaction, only because of failure to my expecta¬ 
tions- that is, the medallics were not elongateds. Never-the-less, 

I yielded to the reality at hand, rejecting authoritative confidence, 
as I articulously examined these newly introduced items. 

Each contained an impression of an engraving producing raised 
projecting designs in relief as in embossing. The medal had very 
much the consistency of a tin can, while the art work depicted 
scenes of the river Rhine or village landmark. Some were the natural 
medallic concept and some were in tinted and enameled colors.

Most were slightly wider than their own height and shaped more oval 
than square or round. Some were flat, others in convexity in read¬ 
iness to apply to a cane or walking stick. 

To deliberate in regard to the possibility of collecting the 
stick nails, might be worthy of some consideration and restraint, 
due mostly to geographical reasons. The cost as told to me, averages 
less than fifty cents over there, but perhaps with the postage costs 
involved they would be higher over here. However, I cannot suggest 
opposition to those who may strive for acquisition of some of the 
beautifully embossed medallics. Moreover, I furnish no influence 
in this writing, other than -to impart to idle reader of my acquaint¬ 
ance to the "Stock Nagel". I do hope someone can enlighten us all 
in a future writing with more detail.
